THE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS.

Wasninoton, D. C., March 9.—The names 

of William M. Evarts, of New York, Allen 
G. Thurman, of Ohio, and Timothy O. Howe, 
of Wisconsin, were to-day sent to the Senate 
as the members of the International Mone- 
tary Conference on the part of the United 
States.

A GALLANT RESCUE. 
TWENTY-THREE LIVES SAVED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, March 9.—A gallant rescue at 
sea of twenty-three lives was effected by 
Capt. Heeley and the crew of the National 
Line steamship Erin, which came into port 
this morning. Capt. Heeley says they had 
experienced heavy weather, when, at 7:15 p. 
m., March 2, he sighted a steamship flying 
signals of distress. She was made out to 
be the Drumdutf, and the sea was breaking 
completely over her. Her engines were 
broken, and her sails split in shreds, and 
pumps completely choked, It was impossi- 
ble to lower a boat, but he agreed to 
stand by. ‘They stood by the Drumduff 
thirty hours. and rescued twenty-three per- 
sons. Two men were lost by being washed 
off the deck. The Drumduff left Philadel- 
phia Feb. 15 for Antwerp with a cargo of 
wheat, partly in bags and partly in bulk. 
On the 22d the gale sprang up, and the 
steamer had been buffeted about nine days 
when the Erin came in sight. Everything 
was left except the ship’s log. 

STURDY RESCUERS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, March 9.—The steamer Erin, 
from Liverpool, to-day brought the Captain 
and crew of the steamer Drumduff, from 
Philadelphia for Antwerp, abandoned at sea 
in a sinking condition on the 5th inst. Capt. 
Heeley, of the Erin, reports sighting the 
Drumduff on the morning of March 2. She 
signaled: ‘* Engines broken, sails all in 
shreds and blewn away, and pumps com- 
pletely choked.” Insucha seait was im- 
possible to lower a boat, and we agreed to 


stand by. At daybreak the 3d the sea was 
literally boiling, and the gale had not in the 
least abated. Again the poor fellows sig- 
naled their desire to abandon the ship.

in the water, and it was impossible to 
walk her decks. At 9 bne of the sailors left 
the Drumduff on asmall life-raft constructed 
by the crew, and we tried to get aline over 
to her, but without success.

Meanwhile, 
we were doing all we could to save them, 
and we endeavored several times to establish 
communication with them by means of a 
rocket-line, and, after many failures, fortu- 
nately we succeeded. By this means, one at 
a time, 
WE RESCUED NINE OF THE MEN 
on the craft. About 4 in the afternoon the 
wind moderated considerably, and then the 
remainder of the crew, thirteen in number, 
took to their own boats, and we picked them 
up at a few minutes before 6 and proceeded 
on our voyage, after standing by the Drum- 
duff thirty-five hours. Capt. Johnson, of 
the abandoned vessel, reports William James 
Greenwood, a seaman, washed overboad and 
lost. Another, named Thomas Summers, 
was washed overboard but picked up with 
his leg bruised and his nose broken. The 
e which wrecked the vessel lasted from 
eb. 22 to the time of the rescue, at 
which time the Drumduff was sunk to the 
stokehole and plates, and the ship could not 
have floated. many hours longer.

A BIG HAUL. 


Discovery and Arrest of a Gang of Ju- 
venlle Bailroad Thieves and Recov- 
ery of a Large Quantity of Stolen 
Property 
Upon information received, Detectives Am- 

stein, Tierney, Ryan, and Londergan yesterday 

afternoon between the hours of 3 and 4 o'clock 
made a most successful catch in the way of rail- 
road thieves, and at the same time recovered 
very nearly $1,000 worth of stolen freight, 
besides getting direct track of a large quantity, 
the value of which cannot now be estimated.

Tux President has sent to the Senate, and 
the latter body has confirmed as Commis- 
sioners of the United States to the bimetallic 
Conference at Paris, the names of William 
M. Evarts, Allen G. Thurman, and Timothy 
O. Howe. The choice is perfectly unexcep- 
tionabie, and will give satisfaction in all 
quarters. The Commission will compare 
favorably with any ever dispatched from 
this country for a diplomatic errand. A 
former Secretary of State and two ex-Sena- 
tors ought to be able to maintain the dignity 
of the country and to see that the subject 
receives the consideration to which it is en- 
titled, The announcement of these names 
will be notice to foreign Powers that the 
United States regards the Conference as of 
the utmost importance. The views of Mr. 
Evatts in regard to bimetalism are rot 
known. It is presumed, however, that he 
favors the double standard; otherwise his 
appointment would not be in line with the 
policy announced by the President in his in- 
augural. Messrs, Thurman and Howe are 
pronounced advocates of silver money. 
Both of them while in the Senate ad- 
vocated and voted for the remonetization 
of silver. They have given attention to the 
subject in all its aspects, and will be able to 
state and enforce the views which wil! pre- 
vail on this subject in the United States. 
The Conference, which is called by France at 
the suggestion of Germany, will meet prob- 
ably in May or June. It is likely to have im- 
poriant results, as the European Govern- 
ments have better ideas of the value of silver 
money than they had when the Fenton-Groes- 
beck Commission conferred with the repre- 
sentatives of the Latin Union. The acces- 
sion of Germany to the scheme is itself a 
great addition to its chances of success. If 
the Continental Governments, exclusive of 
England, should be able to fix upon a basis 
of agreement with the United States, the In- 
troduction of the double-standard in interna- 
tional commerce would be practically assured.

The appointment of Messrs. Evarts, Thur- 


man, and Howe as members of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference which is to be 
held in Paris on the 19th of April is re 
garded as a guarantee that the American 
sentiment on the silver question will be fairly 
and ably represented. Tue Taisuxe pre- 
sents in another column interviews with 
Messrs. Evarts and Thurman, who are now 
in Washington, which sufficientiy reveal 
their purposes, and there are assurances that 
ex-Senator Howe, of Wisconsin, is fully in 
accord with their views. The avowed pur- 
pose of the American Commission is to urge 
an agreement upon an international adopt- 
tion of the double standard, and upon a com- 
mon ratio of value between the two metals 
when coined. An appointment in such case 
is equivalent to an instruction, and there is 
every reason to believe that the gentlemen 
selected will enter heartily and intelligently 
into the sentiment and purpose of the Amer- 
ican Nation. 

The selections which have been made by 
President Garfield in this instance carry with 
them the same sense of fitness which has 
characterized nearly all appointments that 
have been made thus far.

He has 
been engaged during the last two years, 
with the aid of a special fund appropriated 
by Congress, in collecting information as to 
prevailing public and official opinion in Eu- 
ropean countries about the double standard, 
and he has satisfied himself that there has 
been the most radical change upon this sub- 
ject in both Germany and England. He has 
no doubt but all the European Powers will 
be represented at the Conference with a pre- 
disposition to coneur, and expresses himself 


as sanguine that an agreement will be | 


reached. He seems also to be confident that 
the ratio which will be adopted will beeither 
fifteen and a haif or sixteen ounces of silver 
to one of gold. There is reason to incline to 
the belief that the former will be settled 
upon, because it has been and still is the 
ratio in ail European countries, and because 
the other Powers will probably be averse to 
consenting to the depreciation of their coined 
silver which would result from an increase 
in the weight of the standard silver coin. 
The United States cannot reasonably object 
to the adoption of the old ratio of fifteen and 
a half, because an international agreement 
upon that ratio would appreciate the Ameri- 
can silver coins. Mr. Evarts seems to recognize 
fully the absurdity of fixing a ratio higher 
than sixteen to one, which would sooner or 
later lead to a disturbance in the re- 
lations of the two coins. The very 
purpose of the international agreement 
sought for is to restore the old equilibrium 
between the two coins by universal recogni- 
tion, apd such is the expected result of the 
agreement. Hence it would be folly to de- 
termine the relative value by conditions 
which have been brought about through the 
demonetization of one of the metals. 

It is assumed that all the gentlemen who 
were appointed and promptly confirmed yes- 
terday will accept the positions .to whicn 
they have been called. The flattering pros- 
pect of success can hardly fail to induce 
them to identify their names with so brilliant 
and beneficent au achievement as the estab- 
lishment of the double-standard by interna- 
tional agreement will be.

THE APPARENT ERA OF GOOD FEELING. 

The judgment of the country on President 
Garfield’s inanguraland his Cabinet has been 
extremely fayorabie. The praises of the in- 
augural have been almost universal. The 
Southern newspapers, which had most reason 
to cry out against the stalwart utterances of 
the new President, have apparently found in 
them little to censure. Such criticism as can 


be called hostile or bitter hascome froma to have been considered an ample reim- 


few disappointed and malignant Bourbons at 
the North, who cannot forget that their noses 
were once within a few inches of the public 
crib, and who hold Gen. Garfield personally 
responsible for their removal afar off from ft. 

The Cabinet has been as a whole com- 
mended in an equally generous. spirit. It 
has been called a strong Cabinet, and one 
that promises both. efficiency and purity in 
the public service. There have been some 
criticisms of individuals, and some shrieks 
of locality, the latter from Indianapolis, but 
the general verdict has been favorable, and 
the approval of the choice has increased 
with time. It is a remarkable fact. that no 
newspaper in the country (excepting the 
Springfield Republican) has spoken of the 
appointment of Mr. Blaine except in terms 
of high praise. Even the Boston papers, 


| from which opposition might naturally be 


expected, are unanimous in their commenda- 
tion of his appointment. Mr. MacVeagh, 
for Attorney-General, haskind words from 
every newspaper in his State, Republican 
and Democratic, machine and anti-machine, 
including the Philadelphia Bulletin and the 
Pittsburg Commercial, which are ever faith- 
ful to the common interest. There is but one 
opinion of Mr. James, and that is flattering.

Secretary Lin- 
coln and Secretary Hunt have only been 
objected to as unknown, a fault which will 
speedily be removed, and which bas proba- 
bly existed in the case of some members of 
every Cabinet from the foundation of the 
Government. 

President Garfield, it will be seen, enters 
upon the discharge of hisduties amid a shower 
@ congratulations and friendly wishes. At 
no time since the slavery question. came into 
prominence has party feeling been mora sub- 
dued, or the hearty acquiescence of all fac- 
tions ahd sections in the rule of the powers 
that be been more pronouneed. We might 
almost fancy, if experience did not warn us 
against that pleasing delusion, that there was 
to be a second edition of the Era of Good 
Feeling which made President Monroe’s 
Administration memorable and secured his 
reélection without opposition. 

It would not be safe to indulge these 
hopes. Public favor is proverbially fickle. 
There is a strong inclination to censorious 
Sriticism in the press and people of this coun- 
try. In a few weeks, or months at latest, the 
reaction from the strain of effusive compli- 
ment with which Gen. Garfield’s Adminis- 
tration is greeted will begin. There will be 
disappointed officeseekers who will look at 
things through different. lenses from those 
which they now employ. Gratitude, we are 
told, is a lively expectation of favors to come. 
How much more truly may this be said of

ident Garfield. He has the whole American 
people at his back to start with; and it will 
not be his fault if he does not have copsider- 
ably more than half of them still there when 
his first Administration draws to a close four 
years hence. 


SHABBY TREATMENT OF THE JAPANESE. 

Another Congress has adjourned without 
making restitution to Japan fer the outrage 
which this conntry has inflicted upon her. 
It will not lessen the shame which every 
ho nest man must feel that Japan is a weak 
nation and cannot compel our Government 
to give up the money upon which it has no 
more claim than the Boers in the Transvaal. 
if Japan were a powerful nation and able to 
enforce her demands, we should probably 
have handed it over long ago or taken that 
punishment which nations as well as indi- 
viduals deserve when they insist upon keep- 
ing property that belongs to others. 

The story of the Japanese Indemnity Fund 
has been told over and over again, but it 
cannot be told too often. It ought to be re- 
hearsed every week by every newspaper in 
the land until justice is done to the Japanese. 
It ought to be thrust under the eyes and 
nose of every Congressman by every one of 
his constituents until something is done to 
wipe away this infamous stain upon the Na- 
tional honor and some compensation is made 
for such mean and contemptible conduct. 
Therefore we tell the story again: 

During one of the many revolutions in 
Japan the rebellious Prince Choshiu forti- 
fied the entrance to the Straits of Shimonos- 
ekiand fired upon the American vessel, the 
Pembroke, when she attempted to pass. The 
Government steamer Wyoming was sent to 
punish the rebellious Japanese Prince, which 
it did by sinking a Japanese brig, blowing 
up a steamer, and killing forty persons. This 
might have been thought a sufficient re- 
venge, but in addition to this the Japanese 
Government apologized to our own for the 
acts of a rebel for which it was not responsi- 
ble, and paid the Government $12,000, which 
was $2,000 more than the estimate of our 
own Navy Department, for the losses inflict- 
ed upon the Pembroke. Certainly here was 
a direct punishment and direct indemnity 
visited upon the Japanese Governmeut for 
acts which were committed by rebels 
in revolution against it, which ought 


bursement. But this was not all. A year 
latersome French and Dutch vessels were 
fired upon by the same Prince. Thereupon 


England organized an allied fleet of one 


American, three French, four Dutch, and 
nine English vessels, which sailed to the 
Japanese coast, sunk the Prince’s fleet, de- 
molished his defenses, and compelled him to 
surrender. Having accomplished this re- 
sult the English Government induced the 
other nations interested to join in a demand 
for an indemnity of $3,000,000 to cover the 
expenses of the expedition. Of course the 
money was paid, the amount received by the 
United States being $750,000, This amount 
has been invested in Government bonds, and 
now amounts to the snug sum, principal and 
interest, of $1,463,224, which, as we have 
said, no more belongs to the United States 
than it does to the Boers. What belongs 
to this Government is the expense 
of the W yoming and of the vessel which rep- 
resented us in the glied expedition. This is 
not a matter of insult to the American flag, 
nor a matter of sentiment at all, but a matter 
of common honor. No pergon has ever yet 
claimed that the money belongs to us, and 
yet it has been retained for nearly twenty 
years under circumstances that hardly dis- 
tinguish the act from common theft.. Itis a 
humiliating reflection that there has not yet 
been a Congress with sufficient manliness 
and decency to step forward, acknowledge 
that the money does not belong to us, and 
send it back with an apology for keeping it 
so long. Evidently very little importance is 
attached to the honor of the country 
when a weaker Power is concerned, 
which has not strength enough to de- 
mand or enforce its rights. The action 
of the allied Powers in throttling the Japa- 
nese Gov ernment and taking $3,000,000 away 
from it for acts which were not perpetrated 
by the Tycoon, but by one of his rebellious 
subjects, does not differ materially from the 
assault made upon a traveler by footpads.

PRESIDENT GARFIELD’S TEMPERANCE 


SPEECH.

teetotal compulsory temperance people, and 
that they wanted to get his sanction to that 
doctrine; that they wanted him to invoke the 
law with all its machinery to stop the tem- 
perate as well as the intemperate use of 


wine, beer, cider, and all other stimulants; | 


in fine, that they wanted him to assist ina 
coercive crusade against the moderate use of 
stimulants, as well as against their im- 
moderate use. They draw no distinction be- 
tween the immoderate use of whisky and the 
moderate use of beer. They simply used the 
wrong word from first to last, and they used 
itin a sense the very contrary of what it 
bears. , 

President Garfield is and always has been 
a temperate man in the proper signification 
of the term, and in the correct meaning of 
the word “temperance.” While he detests 
excesses in drinking, which constitute in- 
temperance, he is not in favor of immoderate 
measures and intemperate acts of interfer- 
ence with the moderate and temperate use of 
stimulants. In other words, he is a tem- 
perance man, but not a coercive teetotaler,— 
two classes which are quite distinct in their 
ideas of the temperance question and the 
best way of dealing with it. 


GREGG’S UNIVERSAL APPEAL BILL. 

The House of Representatives at Spring- 
field has had another struggle over the Gregg 
bill, which proposes to permit appeals to be 
taken from all the Justices of the Peace 
of Illinois, through all the Courts, in ail 
cases, to the Supreme Court, and to require 
the Appellate Courts, as well as Supreme 
Court, to file full written opinions in every 
case they affirm, the object of the promoters of 
the bill being to require the Supreme Court 
to hear and determine all the litigation of the 
State, no matter whether the thing is possi- 
ble or not. 

The judicial machinery of the State con- 
sists of Justices of the Peace, Circuit Courts, 
Appellate Courts, and the Supreme Courts, 
with the addition of County and Probate 
Courts tor special classes of business, and 
from which appeals may be taken to the Ap- 
pellate and Supreme Courts. 

In consequence of the overwhelming mass 
of appeals under which the Supreme Court 
was buried, the Constitution of 1870 author- 
ized the Legislature to establish Appellate 
Courts, excluding from their jurisdiction 
four classes of cases, appealsin which should 
be taken direct to the Supreme Court. The 
Legislature did not exercise this authority 
for some years, but finally created District 
Appellate Courts to which appeals might 
be taken from the Cireuit Courts. The law 
provided that in all cases where the sum in 
controversy did not exceed $500, the judz- 
ment of the Appellate Court should be final, 
and that, except in cases where the judgment 
was a reversal, the Court should not file 
written opinions. At a later session the 
limit of the sum in controversy when an 
appeal to the Supreme Court was allowed 
was wisely enlarged to $1,000. 

The effect of the establishment of these 
Appellate Courts was to relieve the Su- 
preme Court of appeals in a vast number of 
cases that generally had,in the way of merit, 
but one side. The Supreme Court, thus re- 
lieved from a multitude of small and in- 
consequential cases, has been able to reduce 
its docket, and to give far greater attention 
and care to the business coming before it. 
The Appellate-Court act having been per- 
fected two years ago, and found to work 
with great success and usefulness to the 
people, appeals whether to the Appellate or 
Supreme Court, being now heard and deter- 
mined with reasonable promptness, now 
come the pettifogging tinkers in and out of 
the Legislature to destroy all the good that 
has been accomplished, and giving false and 
deceptive pretexts for their vicious inter- 
meddling. At the head of this class is 
Gregg, who represents Saline County in the 
Legislature, and other small-fry legislators, 
who are pettifogging to increase the costs, 
fees, and litigation, and delay and procras- 
tinate the final determination of suits. 

These pettifoggers havea bill before the 
Legislature providing for appeals to the 
Supreme Court in every case, no matter how 
trifling or contemptible. This bill proposes 
to enlarge the privilege of appeal from the 
Justice-of-the-Peace shops to the Supreme 
Court in every kind and class of cases, with 
arequirement that both Appellate and Su- 
preme Courts shall file writtem opinions in 
every case decided pro or con by them. 

The burden of the harangue in behalf of 
this mischief-making monstrosity is, that it is 
in the interest of the poor man,“ who has 
the same right to the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court in his case as has the rich man, 
and that appeal ought to be wholly un- 
limited in every class or kind of case. Other- 
wise, it is argued, the rich man has A special 
advantage givermto him! 

The fallacy and the deception in this argu- 
ment is obvious to every lawyer not influ- 
enced by hope of increased fees. There are 
four classes of cases which may be appealed 
to the Supreme Court under all circum- 
stances. These are criminal cases, cases in- 
volving a franchise or freehold, cases involv- 
ing the validity of a statute, and all revenue 
cases. In these cases appeals are a matter of 
right. In all other cases there is a right of 
appeal to the Appellate Court, and beyond 
the Appellate Court when the sum exceeds 
$1,000. The poor man’s cases” are classed 
as suits for wages, where the sum is for less 
than $1,000, In such cases the poor man” 
is nearly always a plaintiff and the rich man 
defendant. It is extremely unlikely that the 
plaintiff in such a case, when his elaim is 
even remotely just, will fail to recover ina 
trial before the Justice of the Peace or the 
Cireuit Court when he has also the advan- 


tage of a jury. We suppose a fallure to re- 


cover in such a case is almost unprecedented. 
At present both sides appeal from the Circuit 
to the Appellate Court, whose judgment, 
which can now be promptly rendered, is 
final. 

Now, what will be the result of Grege’s 
bill should it pass? We will suppose Mr. 
Gregg to be the counsel for a “poor man 
who has 4 


cases pay the judgment; but ander Gregg’s 
bill the corporation will take an appeal to the 
Appellate Court to gain time and harass Mr.

| gentleman $25 more for attending to the 


case in that Court. After a year’s waiting 
the Appellate Court affirms the judgment 
and writes out an elaborate opinion 
giving its reasons therefor, although ten 
thousand other cases just like it have been 
tried in Illinois, and the law is perfecily 
clear and the facts simple and indubitable, 
half the time of the Court under Gregs's 
bill belne consumed in this utterly useless 
work of writing the reasons for affirming the 
judgment of the Circuit Court. The cor- 
poration, now sure of a delay of three years 
or more, takes another appeal to the Su- 


preme Court, and Mr. Gregg’s client will ; 


pay that gentleman a fee of $50, including 
traveling expenses, tavern bills, liquor, 


ete. 

At the end of three or more years that 
Court will reach this poor man’s ” case, 
and affirm the judgment of the various 
Courts below. Thus, at the end of four 
years and a half, Mr. Gregg’s client wili have 
obtained a judgment for his $150, having 
expended $110 hard cash, and having been 
deprived of his money all that time. 

In the absence of Gregg's bill he would 
have got his $150 in ninety days, at an ex- 
pense of only $35 at most, but more likely at

Sram is alarmed at the prospects of sugar- 
making in the United States, and proposes to 


head us off by offering sufficient concessions to | 


obtain reciprocally lower duties for sugar and 
molasses. The alarm is given at Madrid by 
Cuban and Porto Kican Senators and Deputies, 
and has created a sudden sensation in that staid 
Capital. The Cubans have doubtless been 
alarmed by the general discussion of the sugar 
question in the United States during the past 
year or two, and especially by the reports of 
practical sugar-boilers from Ouba who have 
been employed during the past autuma in the 
incipient efforts at sugarmaking in Indiana, 
Illinois, Kansas, and other Western States. We 
are just now advised of an insta of the kind 
referred to, occurring at Larned in Kansas, last 
autumn. A gentleman resident there erected a 
mill and employed a practical sugar-boiler 
from Cuba to run his works. Owing to ypnex-~- 
pected delays in getting his works in operation, 
and the early cold weather, together with insuf- 
ficient buildings in which to conduct the process 
of granulation to advantage, the amount of 
product was from only a smali portion of the 
six hundred acres of sorghum be had grown, but 
the success of the enterprise was assured from 
the first boiling, the granulation resuiting as 
directly and simply as by the same processes ia 
Cuba. The quantity that could be manufact- 
ured before the cold weather inverrupted the 
work was some fourteen thousand pounds of 
sugar, which sold at from eight to ten centsa 
pound in the vicinity where produced, and some 
two hundred barrels of sirup, which was said to 
be quite free from the sorghum taste, which, dy 
the crude processes in vogue ten or fifteen years 
ago, rendered it unpalatable. This Cuban 
employé had to return to Cuba on the Ist of 
November to attend to works at home. 
He said that he saw no reason why 
business of sugarmaking might not be 
— fully prosecuted in the dry climate and 
on the productive soil of Kansas. The man who 
efected the works at Larned will renew his 
efforts the coming season, and is entirely con- 
fident of rich rewards. We know of no other 
works in the country which gave so gratifying 
assurances as these at Larned last year. Com- 
missioner Le Duc visited the locality while the 
works were in process of erection, and especial 
efforts were made to secure the attendance of 
the Larned experimenter at the Sugar-Growers’ 
Convention at St. Louis last fall, but he did not 
attend. He is confident some samples of his 
sugars must have found their way as far east as 
Chicago, however. Our informant says he sawa 
letter addressed to the Secretary of the State 
Agricultural Society of Kansas a few days since 
desiring information as to the most direct way 
of purchasing 3,000 acres of land in Western 
Kansas suitable to the growth of sorghum.

A NEGRO INCENDIARY. 


Caught in the Act Through the Work 
of a Skillful Detective, and Killed in 
Attempting to Escape. 

Dispatch to Cinctnnatt Enquirer. 

CAMPBELLSBURG, Ky. Maren 8.—For several 
months this (Henry) county has been infested 
with a professional incendiary so persistent in 
his work that insurance companies had denied a 
single.policy to any of the property-owners in 
the vicinity. so that property in some instances 
had depreciated 50 and even 70 per cent. During 
the last twelve months wot less than ten fires 
have occurred id the immediate neighborhood 
of Campbellsburg, and not one by accident. 
About five weeks ago a man named Garby,a 
respectabie citizen, esteemed by all his neigh- 
bors, was the owner of fifty acres of fine tobacco 
land a mile and a half south of this p His 
bara contained 12,000 pounds of the finest quality 
of tobaceo, and his new house was at that time 
rapidly approaching completion. Within two 
weeks both buildings were set on fire and en- 
tirely consumed. 

When the dwelling burned some of Garby’s 
neighbors visiting the ruins discovered the 
enormous tracks of anegro living in the vicia- 
ity, named Wesley Harrison Smith, a man six 
feet three inches in bight, and as ugly in counte- 
nance as the imaginative rtraits of Simon 
Girty. These tracks were followed to within a 
short distance only of Smith's home, when the 
amateur detectives dropped the trail, being 
afraid of Smith's vengeance should they be dis- 
covered and recognized by bin as his pursuers. 
Smith bad long been suspected of be the 
barn-burner, and these tracks were regarded as 
good circumstantial evidence against him. Act- 
ing on it, some of the enterprising business- men 
of the vicinity summ a professional de- 
tective from Cincinnatite come down and work 
up the case. Accord about a week ago Mr. 
Ben Hatch, of the Onlo & Mississippi Express 
Company, arrived here and begu 
for the purchase of the fifty 
land, which had been vaca r. Garby fear- 
ing to erect any more Dulléings on the farm, but 
establishing bimself on another farm about two 
miles distant. Smith's place was dard by 
Garby’s, and to the former Hatch went, making 
the excuse that he wanted to learn sometbing 
defigit about the boundaries. One conversation 
led another. The ill-matched pair became 
quite intimate and eontidential, Hatch 
iulling in with the conceited darky’s political 
views until the biack rascal ached the 
whole business; told how Garby had injured him 
on sundry occasions, and how be was now “ get- 
ting even.” He said be had a way of getting 
even which nobody had ever been able to dis- 
cover, and be had “got even,“ too, with more 
enemies than one. atch told him he had heard 
much about the burnings in the neighborhood, 
and did not want to buy the Garby farmif there 
was any danger of his being burned out. The 
negro assured the detevtive that there would be 
uo danger for bim. and then lug more con- 
ideatial, and believing his new acquabntance to 
be a grand rascal like himself, proposed that 
they go last night and burn the barn on the place 
which Garby had just purchased. Hatch fell in 
with the pian and all the preliminaries were ar- 
ranged, he to meet the darky in a graveyard 
not far from Garby’'s last t,and thence to 
proceed to the barn. On Monday Garby and 
some of the leading citizens were secretly noti- 
fied, and Hatch arranged to have two of them, 
together with an officer, in the baron to witness 
the incendiary’s work and to assist in his capt- 
ure. At the hour appointed, the detective and 
Smith met in the grave-yard, and from that 
rhostly spot esse to the barn which the 
latter had doomed, Smith was provided with 
coal oii and paper. Under the barn he laid some 
corn -stalks with the paper, saturated them all 
with coal oil, and then ignited them, and just as 
the flame lighted up his ugly visage, Hatch 
pulled his cocked revolver. “You're my pris- 
oner.” 

Iustantly Smith was on the run, and the de- 
tevtive, to frighten him toa halt, fired in the 
air, but without effect. Then a bead was drawn, 
and Hatch's weapon sent a bullet into the 
negro sshoulder. The fugitive only ducked a 
little at this, and kept on. As the first shot was 
fired, from the barn poured out a dozen masked 
men, who, unknown to Hatch, had gathered 
with the avowed purpose 80 soon as Hatch 
caught the darky of taking him to the first tree 
and hanging him. They were all armed, and 
while three or four remained to extinguish the 
flames the rest joined in the pursuit of the flee- 
ing Smith, all taking a hand in the shooting. In 
less than thirty seconds after the first shot was 
fired the wounded fugitive attempted to climb 
over a fehce, when a load of buckshot from one 
of the pursuers dropped him. He was picked 
up, hauled in a wagon into this piace. and given 
a cot in a blacksmith-shop. where, at 5 o'clock, 
he expired, A few minutes before his death 
he aroused sufficiently to tell some of the hsten- 
ers that he had been a coon- hunting.“ 

A Coroner's inquest was begun to-day, and is 
being heard by a jury, some of whom, I have 
evidence, were members Of last nights Vig- 
lance Committee. It is more than likely that 
no very severe punishment will be meted out to 
those through whose instrumentality one of 
Kentucky's worst ruffianshas gone to de happy 
lan’ of Canaan.” 

“ Killed by unknown hands” is the predicted 
verdict for to-morrow.

PHILADELPHIA, March 9.— In the course of a 
few days work will be begun on a new elevator 
at Girard Point, which will be the largest ever 
erected in Philadelphia, and will add materially 
to the convenience of shippers of grain to 
foreign ports. The International Navigation 
Company has for many years owned valuable 
water-froat property at Point Breeze and Girard 
Point, the great grain and oil shipping points in 
this city. The Company was made up of heavy 
shipping-firms like Peter Wright & Sons, War- 
den, Frew & Co., and others. A large le- 
vator and capacious warehouses, ducks, etc., 
cover a considerable portion of the 130 acres of 
land belonging to the Company. About tbree 
mouths ago an arrangement was made with the 
Pennsyivania Railroad by which a new corpora- 
tion, tae Girard Point Storage Company, wus or- 
ganized, which succeeded to all tne rights and 
ä — and of the International 
avigation Company. Pennsyivagia Rail- 
read Compaay is owner of the controlling in- 
terest of the new Company, and the acquisition 
of such valuable shipping property must prove 
of great advantage to that Company. The 
estimated cost; or this improvement is 
about $600,002. Work will be n 
on the new elevator at once. It will havea stor- 
age capacity of 2,000,000 bushels, and will give 
increased facilities to shippers at this 
amounting to double those now enjoyed. e 
oil-shippers will also be given better means of 
making shipments. The trade in these great 
commodities may be doubled when all the im- 
provements in contemplauon are finished. 


LOUISVILLE’S PROSPECTS. . 

Louisville is feeling greatly elated just at 
present over ber prospects of more capital,

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CASUALTIES. 


A Train Near Muncie, ind., Runs 
into a Butter and Cheese 
Convention. 


The Engine Keeps Running Bot- 
tom-Side Up—Two Men 
Fatally Iujured. 


Another Terrible Accident on the 
Baltimore & Potomac 
Railroad. 


The Fireman, Who Escaped in the Re- 
cent Collision, Instantly 
Killed. 
A Jail at Quincy, Fla., Burned, and F ur 
Prisoners Roasted to 
Death. 


BAD ACCIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Mouncisz, Ind., March 9.—The first accident of 
much consequence which has occurred on the 
Lake Erie & Western Railway sinve its construc- 
tion happened this morning and befeil the east- 
bound express due here at 4:40. 

At a point about a mile anda half east of Gill- 
man, and seven miles west of this city, Engineer 
Hickok noticed some cows on the track 100 yards 
ahead of him. The morning was dark. the train 
was running at forty milesan hour, and before 
the situation could be fully realized the engine 
was upon she milk-producers. The engine was 
reversed and everthing possible done to prevent 
an accident, and but for the fact that an old 
red cow layin the centre of the track the train 
would doubtless have passed the place with no 
further damage than cutting short the exist- 
ence of two or three of the herd, One or two 
cows were sent into the air, but the one lying 
down threw the engine from the track down an 
embankment fifteen feet. The engine, in going 
down the embankment, turned completely over 
and alighted upside down. The dome, smoke- 
stack, and all the upper portion of the engine 
sank into the mud, while the wheels of both engine 
and trucks twirled about on theiraxiesin the 
air. The Hickok brothers had not time to jump 
from the engine, and bad not time to leave their 
seats, but sat in the cabas the engine turned 
upside down and went over the embankment. 
The cab was smashed to pieces. Reuben Hickok, 
engineer, was sitt astride the reverse lever at 
the time the accident occurred, bad not time 
enough to reverse the lever, and when the en- 
gine struck the ground be occupied the same 
position. In the falt of the engine the steam- 
gauges were broken off, permitting the steam 
to rush into the cab with unrelenting fury. 
The Hickok boys were confined under the cab- 
timbers for five minutes’ time, when they were 


rescued in a horribly scalded condition. Frank, 
the tireman, sustained the most severe injuries. 


The bagguge-car was pulled diagonally across 


the truck by the engine when it went down the 
embankment, but there was no particular dam- 
age done other than about the engine, which is 
badly demolished. Conductor Ouppy procured 
a band-car and came to this city about bulf-past 
8u’elock. A special train bearing Dr. G. W. H. 
Kemper, surgeon for the Lake Erie & Western 
Railway Company at this place, with some as- 
sistants, went to the sceue of the disaster. 
The Hickoks were broughi to Muncie and tak en 
to the Hanes House, where, at 10 o'clock, their 
wounds were dressed. Neither sustained a 
broken limb. How they escaped immediate death 
is a mystery. Frank Hickok, fireman, is scalded 
all over his body, and he cannot live. Reuben's 
injuries are mostly about his lower limba, which 
are scalded terribly. He has aiso a severe bruise 
on his left side. e Hickok brothers live at 
Lafayette, where Reuben basa family. Frank's 
death is momentarily expected. The track is 
cleared and trains are passing the scene to- 
nig dt.

BLoomMineron, III., March 9.— Waile the east- 
bound pus senger train on the Lake Erie & West- 
ern to-day was nearing Muncie, Ind., it struck a 
cow, and the engine and baggage-car rolled 
over and over down a bigh embankment.

A DOOMED TRAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

BALTIMORE, March 9.—Another terrible rail- 
road accident occurred on the Baltimore & 
Potomac Railroad, near Winans Station, a few 
miles from this city, at 6:30 this after- 
noon. The express train which left Wash- 
ington at 4:30—the same one which ex- 
President Hayes made such @ narrow escape last 
Saturday afternoon in the fearful smash-up 
near Severa Stadon—was completely wrecked, 
and the fireman, John McKeever, who then 
singularly escaped injury, was this time killed 
instantly. The accident was caused by the 
earth being washed away from beneath the 
truck a distance of seventy-five yards. The 
train was running along at the rate of 
forty miles an hour, when the engineer, secing 
the track submerged by water ahead, but pot 
realizing the danger, continued along, and the 
the next instant came the fatal crash. The en- 
g ne, tender, and five passenger cars were buried 
over. The unfortunate fireman was thrown 
beneath the tender and horribly mangled, 
his head being nearly severed from the body. 
David Powell, the engineer, was severely cut 
about the head, but escaped with his life. H. E. 
Hess, the conductor, was slightly injured, 
There were fifty-three passengers on 
the train, many of whom received 
trifling injuries. Levi J. Fessett was precipitated 
against a stove, and had his right arm badly 
burned. An unknown gentieman from New 
York was cut severely about the head. A 


wrecking train was dispatched at once 
the scene of the disaster. All 


morning. The remains of McKeever were 
brought to bis late home in this city. He leaves 
a W. dow and two chiidren. No blame is attached 
to the engineer or train-men. — 

An accident also occurred on the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad this afternoon, cuused by the 
storm. A large boulder 8 about two 
tons was washed down from the hillside on the 
east-bound track of the western road, and the 
train. which is due at Ellicott City about 
3.15 o'clock ran into it, throwing the 
engine and tive cam of the track. 
The boulder bad rolled down just behind a sharp 
curve, and che engineer did not see it until too 
lu to to save the train. The engine was badly 
damaged. two of the cars were compietely de- 
molished, and both tracks for some distance were 
torn up. The accident caused several hours’ de- 
lay to trains moving in either direction. Fortu- 
nately no one was injured.

THE PHARMACY n. 

The next bill on the calendar was what is 
known as the substitute introduced by the 
Committee of Corporations for the Pharmacy 
bill, atready published in full in Tun Tum- 
UNE. 

Joe Mann, of Vermilion, attacked the bill 
by moving to strike out the enacting clause. 
He acknowledged a warm side for the drug- 
gists, who had come to his rescue many a 
time and oft when be struck an anti-license 
town, but he was compelled to oppose the bill 
on principle; much as he regretted it. The 
trouble with the bill was, that it discriminat- 
ed againsé the old-fashioned country drug- 


| bists and recognized none but the modern, 


so-called pharmacists. Under it, one of tivese 
old-fashioned druggists, aroused at the dead 
hour of night to prescribe 
LAUDANUM FOR THE TOOTHACHE, 
would be obliged to tell his suffering 
customer that he couldn't give it; that the 
customer must go twenty miles to one of the 
new-fangi@i pharmacists. The bill recog- 
nized the sale of “domestic remedies” by 
retail dealers, but the trouble was that no 
two druggists agreed as to what constituted 
“domestic remedies.” The bill imposed 
unnecessary hardship on the people. He 
could imagine the Board of Phar- 
macy in  session—gentiemen with po- 
matum locks and waxed mustaches— 
examining a raw-boned, mud-besplashed 
cross-roads druggist applying for a license; 
seeking what he would never get. The bill 
was a fraud on its face. 
a license for every druggist,—not for a class 
who were picked out as specially intended 
for watching and regulating. Ifthe regulat- 
ing business was a good thing, he was in 
favor of 
REGULATING EVERYTHING, 

even to the servant-girls, the women who 
were compelled to run sewing machines, and 
the hours at which people should retire and 
get up. 

Youngblood asked of the gentleman if he 
believed in the law creating a State Board of 
Health and the regulations hedging about 
physicians. \ 

Mann said he did, but the difference be- 
tween this bill and the doctors’ bill was that 
the present measure was not aimed at the 
compounding of medicine so much as it was 
at the retailing of medicine. If the thing 
were just the other way, applying to the com- 
pounding of medicine and not discriminat- 
ing against its sale, he would not oppose it 
as he did. But in its present form the bill 
would work hardship and injustice to the 
people, and the best thing the House could 
do would be to shut it off at once. 

Mitchell, of McLean, made an earnest 
speech in favor of the bill, evenif it wasn’t 
a Danville lawyer’s bill. He denied that it 
would inflict hardship on the people, and as- 
serted that it was intended to regulateina 
proper way 
THE DISPENSING OF MEDICINES, POISONS, 


He therefore hoped the motion to strike out 
the enacting clause would not prevail. 
Yancey, of Macoupin, said the bill was di- 
rectly in the interest of the people. All it 
proposed was to protect them against the ig- 
norance and carelesness of druggists, and to 
bring about a higher education among the 
profession. Even the opponents of the bill 
admitted that it had its good points. It 
ought not, therefore, to be slaughtered, but, 
if necessary, amended, and advanced to its 


passage. 

Chafee, of Shelby, wanted medicines in- 
tetligently 2 and believed the bill 
would secure end.

NOTES, 
\DELINQUENT TAXES, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 9.—The House 
Revenue Committee met this afternoon and 
heard Billy Beye, of the Cook County Treas- 
urer’s Office, on the merits of Senate Bill 48, 
which was thrown out of second reading in 
the House the other day and recommitted on 
account of certain fears that it was being 
pushed in the interest of a Chicago book and 
blank publishing concern. The bill provides, 
in brief, that a Town Collector, in making 
his return to the County Collector, shall 
make a written statement, on blanks corre- 
sponding in size and ruling with his tax- 
books, of the amount of delinquent taxes. 
The statement is to show the number of the 
page of the tax book and the number of the 
line of the page on which the item appears 
to be delinquent, and the Town Collector is 
to add up the delinquent taxes, setting forth 
thenggregated amount of each kind and the 
total delinquent. 

THE OBJECT OF THIS 

is to afford the County Treasurer a convenient 
check on the Town Collector’s books, and 
generally to facilitate the transaction of busi- 
ness. The blanks were in use until the 
Legislature repealed this portion of the law 
two years ago, and have been practically 
in use ever since, though there was of course 
no means to compel Town Collectors to em- 
ploy them in making out their returns. 

Mr. Beye assured che Committee that they 
were in stock now, so that, as far as the book- 
publishing firm was concerned, they didn’t 
come in atall. The bill, as he put it, would 
greatly facilitate the transaction of Business 
in the County Treasurer’s office, and he was 
surprised that it should have encountered 
any opposition. 

10 Committee, on the strength of Mr. 
Beye’s statement, agreed unanimously to 
recommend the passage of the bill. 

TAXING TELEGRAPH COMPANIES, 

Senator Whitine’s bill taxing telegraph

A RIGHTEOUS ACT. 

The House Committee on Municipal Affairs 
did a righteous thing this afternoon when 
they buried Mr. Park Commissioner Wilcox’s 
little scheme to increase the tax levy for park 
purposes in West Chicago from two and one- 
half to five mills. Mr. Wileox was 
down here.a few weeks ago, and while here 
indited a letter to one of the members of the 
Committee setting forth the alleged merits 
of the bill. This letter was read at the Com- 
mittee meeting, and was one of the things 
that séttled the business, According to the 
Park Commissioner, the present park rev- 
enue of $100,000 was entirely too small. The 
sum of $60,000 went for maintenance, and 
left only 840,000 to be expended on 
improvements. When the new boulevards 
were built the improvement fund would 
of course be decreased proportionately. 
The proposed raise, in Wilcox’s opinion, was 
only a trifle,—from $1.50 to $2 increase to the 
poor man who paid a total tax for all pur- 

ses of $40, and the people wan it. 
Especially did the rich men and the generous- 
minded corporations want it. In fact, they 
were pleading for it purely out of a desire to 
build up the parks. In short, 

THEY WANTED IT VERY BAD. . 

The Cook County member who had con- 
sented, with some apparent reluctance, to 
father the bill, presented a petition signed by 
a number of people living away from the 
parks, but owning or controlling property 
suspiciously adjacent thereto. Among these 
were L. B. Otis, Enos Ayres, Schuttler & 
Hatz, Crane Bros., C. C. Bonney, and others. 
The bill was opposed by Pheips, Kroll, and 
Gorman, on the double ground that the peo- 
ple of West Chicago outside of a few inter- 
ested property-owners didn’t want to be 
taxed any more for park purposes, and that 
the improvement business was being run a 
good deal in the interest of certain parks to 
the exclusion of others. The Committee 
finally jumped on the bill and smothered it 
to death, only two members—Weber, of 
Cook, and Nichols, of the interior—voting 
for it. 

‘ RATLROADS. 

Something like a month ago Mitchell, of 
McLean, offered a resolution calling on the 
House Railroad Committee to work up seven 
distinct ‘and separate bills to cover the 
alleged wrongful practices of the railroads. 
The Committee has been thinking it over 
during the interim, and when it met to-day 
listened to a report which was drawn up by 
Chafee, the Chairman, and in which the 
Committee almost unanimously concurred. 
One of the resolutions, according to the re- 
cert, has already been anticipated by Me- 

illiams, whose Anti-Pooling bill is on the 
order of second reading. As for the 
subjects of extortion and discrimination, 
the report holds that they are already covered 
by the present laws awarding injured ship- 
pers damages in three times the amount o 
the alleged excess in charges, together . 
attorney’s fees, and imposing a heavy fine o 
the offending road. These 2 in the Com- 
mittee’s opinion, 

OUGHT TO BE STRICTLY ENFORCED, 
having been tested and upheld by the Courts, 
while new laws certainly could not be better 
enforced. Another resoludon provided fora 
bill compelling railroad companies to make 
sworn annual statements of the annual cost 
of their property, including all 
increase in stock, not based 
upon bona fide expenditures for 
construction, and semi-annual statements of 
gross receipts and expenditures, with fixed 
charges, and empowering the Railroad Com- 
missioners to require a reduction of freight 
and passenger tariffs whenever the net earn- 
ings of the year exceed a sum required to 
pay 6 per cent per annum on the actual cost 
of the roads.

OBITUARY. 


IVORY CHAMBERLAIN. 

New York, March 9.—Mr. Ivory Chamberiain, 
one of the editorial writers of the New York 
Herald, died at his residence, 612 Seventh avenue, 
at ö: HM o'clock this morning. Five days ago he 
was prostrated by a severe attack of ppeumonia, 
which, despite the efforts of his physicians, 
terminated fatally to-day. The death of Mr. 
Chamberlain deprives Americau journalism of 
one of its brightest ornaments. In the field in 
which he has successfully labored for a quarter 
of a century it is allowed on all sides that he had 
no superiors and few equais. Mr. Chamberlain 
was about 6) years of age at the time 
of his death. He was a native of New 
Hampshire, but earty in life removed to 
Buffalo, in this State, where for several years 
he held the position as teacher in an academy, 
for which a thorough classical training bad emi- 
nently fitted him. He soon, however, tired of 
the class-room, and determined to enter journal- 
ism. His first work in this field was done on the 
Buffalo Commercial Advertiser, then under the 
management of Dr. Foote. He made rapid 
stridesin his new profession, and soon became 
known as one of the most forcibie and trenchant 
writers on the newspaper press. His editorials 
attracted wide attention, and some time before 
he became connected with the metropolitan 
press he was known throughout the country as 
a brilliant writer. At length he received a 
temptimg offer from the New York Worid, then 
conducted by Mr. Manton Marble. which 
brought him to the metropolis. With the 
extension of. the field of his labors and 
the increase in the number of his read- 
ers his reputation kept ce, and de was 
soon recogn as one of the leading journal- 
ists of the country. About six years ago he be-

dely different in tone yesterday. Sreadstuffs 

re easier, chiefly because of the sunshine, 
though Liverpool reported a decline in wheat. 
The clearer skies induced a and many to think 
that spring is here, or at beast will be so soon as 
the show is meited, and they were more willing 
to sell grain. We note that barley was stronger, 
but that is often an exception, and never a rule, 
for the other markets. Provisions were again 
stronger, under rather free bidding tor large 
lots of stuff by a party who took little, and is 
widely supposed to be anxious to sell a part of 
the rather long line of stuff he is carry- 
ing. There is, however, a growing conviction 
that our stuff will all be wanted, and that recent 
prohibitory orders will make little difference 
ultimately in the demand for consumption. 
The feeling is especially strong on lard, which is 
being used up at a rate that intimates the pussi- 
bility of its being a scarce article before next 
winter. Mess pork closed 7% higher, at 
$14.97'4@15.00 for April and $15.12%@15.15 for 
May. Lard closed 7c higher, at 610.2760 10.0 
for April and $10.3744@10.40 for May. Short ribs 
closed 5c nher. at $7.874@7.00 for May. Wheat 
closed %c lower, at 99%@90%ec for April and 
$1.084@1L04 for May. Corn closed steady, at 
Sige bid for March and ie bid for May. 
Oats closed ge lower, at 3144@31\%c for gilt- 
edged, Me for April, Wie for May, and Wo 
forJune. Rye closed steady at 98 fur gut- 
edged, %c for April, and ene for May. 
Barley closed strong at $1.06@1.07 for No. 2 cash, 
850 for No.3 regular, and 78@S8le for No. 4 in 
store. Hogs were active and 50 loe higher at 
$5.15@5.70 for light, and at $5.10@6.25 for heavy. 
Cattie were easy at the close. Sales were at 
$5.50@6.00. 

Jobbers of staple and fancy dry goods had 


to load a boat. The same is true in Albany and 
New York. But grain is loaded or unloaded in 
from one to three hours, and the charge at But - 
falo is $120.00 and $10.00 for the boat to pay for 
trimming ou a boat-load of 8,000 bu of wheat to 
240 tons. A boat-load of oats is 15,000 bu, 240 tons, 
on which the charges at Buffalo are $225. 00 and 
$18.75 additional by the boat for trimming. The 
charges in New York are $80.00 on wheat and 
$150.00 on oats. 

The charges are so high in Buffalo because 
there isa combination among the thirty ele- 
vators there whereby only twelve are kept run- 
ning. The rest share in dividends that they never 
earn. 

Excessive wharfage is the cause of the high 
charges in New York, 

King & Co., of Toledo, give the following sum- 
mary of 175 reports from the several States 
named as embracing returns from all sections 
of those States.

THE STRIKE. 

Up to last evening the management of the 
Chicago Dry-Dock Company had not been able 
to see their way clear of the difficulties which 
surround them in consequence of the strike of 
the Union ship-carpenters and caikers. An 
evening paper announced that several of the 
strikers bad been given employment by the 
Company at the advance rate of $3 per day de- 
manded by them. This the management coptra- 
dicted plumply, saying that out of an average 
force of 100 mechanics engaged on different Jobs. 
they had all toid, only about a dozen men to 
whom they were paying $2.75, and in some in- 
stances even less, per diem.

A remark to this ef- 
fect was carelesiy dropped by one of the strik- 
ers who claimed to have just come from Mr. 
Bates’ presence. The owners of the schooner 
L. M. Mason, in the South Branch dry-dock, 
are said to be clamormg to have the calking 
upon her finished, and propose to hire strikers to 
do the work at the wages demanded, $3 per diem 
allowing the Company a commission of 50 cents 
per capita. It is possible that this may be agreed 
to, wit the understanding that the arrangement 
aces not commit the Company tou tinal conces- 
sion to the demands of the strikers for $3 per 
diem. The outlook for a speedy settlement be- 
tween the Union men and the Compady is far 
from satisfactory, to say the least.

MARINE UNDERWRITERS. 

The heavy losses sustained by the lake marine 
underwriters last season has not caused the 
withdrawal of a number of companies from the 
business, as many predicted, long before the 
close of navigation, would be the case. On the 
contrary, present appearances indicate that 
there will not only be a greater number of com- 
panies in the field, but that the competition for 
business will be even more spirited than last 
year. 

The reporter of Taz TRIRUNE learned yester- 
day, upon reliable authority, that the following 
companies have conciuded positive arrange- 
ments to do marine underwriting on the 
lakes during the present season of navigation: 
Et Detroit Fire & Marine, Mercantile of 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Importers’ & Traders’, Me- 
chanics’ * Traders’, Great Western of New 
York, Ocean Marine, Shoe & Leather, Conti- 
nental, New Eugland Underwriters, Philadel- 

hia Underwriters, Northwestern National, 
iraders’ of Chicago,and Western of Torontw. 
The management of the Greenwich, which 
withdrew trom the business at the close pf navi- 
gation, are said to have reconsidered their 
action and decided to go on as heretofore. The 
Pheenix, conoerning which doubts were ex- 
pressed, will continue its lake business but has 
stopped writing ocean risks. The Orient, Man- 
battan, National, Lloyd's, and Lamar are said to 
be waiting to see what turns up, ana how the 
season Opens as to rates and promise of busi- 
ness before deciding whether to continue or 
withdraw. In insurance circles the opinion pre- 
vails that they will continue. The array of 
names given above is sufficiently formidable to 
satisfy the most exacting shippers that they will 
experience little difficulty in obtaining all the 
insurance they may require, in a wide range of 
choice.

A NEW PLAN FOR SECURING BUS - 
INESS. 

The agents of marine underwriters and of fast- 
freight lines cannot be beaten for ingenious de- 
vices to secure business, even though the effect 
may have a demoralizing tendency. A state- 
ment calculated to support this assertion was 
placed in the possession of the reporter of Tun 
TRIBUNE yesterday. According to it the agents 
of certain insurance companies doing business 
here put blank certificates for ocean risks in the 
hands of the agents of certain fast-freight lines, 
and allow the latter a commission of anywhere 
from 10 to 15 per cent for the business thus se- 
cured to them. Instead of pocketing these com- 
missions, the agents of the fast-freight lines in 
their turn pay them over to shippers who in- 
trust consignments to their lines. Up to the 
present time these favors have been confined 
strictly to the beaviest shippers aione, but as 
the knowledge of what is being done 
extends there can be no question that all ship- 
pers will demand similar treatment, and then a 
general rumpus may De looked for. The insur- 
ance agents en in these sharp practices 
represent New York, Boston, nd foreign com- 
panies, and are acting on their own responsibii- 
ity in the matter, the company managers hav- 
i no knowledge of what is going on. It the 
information here conveyed is of any value to 
— in general, they are welcome to it 
grat It is perfectly reliable.

HULL RATES. 

Some days ago Tun Taru stated that at a 
meeting of lake underwriters held at Buffalo, 
hull rates were tacitly agreed upon as follows: 
Al, 5 per cent; A2,5% percent; B 1. 7½ per cent; 

2, (against total loss only), 10 per cent. Shortly 
thereafter the Buffalo Courier claimed, with 
quite a flourish, that rates had not 
even been considered at the meeting, and 
intimated that the figures mentioned were 
purely the creation of a vivid imagination.

“ Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel report 
to this Council at its next meeting the duty of 
this Council in view of the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Stauber-McGrath con- 
tested-elecuion case, and give us his Opinion on 
the legal status of the whole matter.’ 

In a former opinion to the Committee on 
Elections of your houorable body in reiation to 
the canvassing of the returns, | heid that in caa- 
vassing the returns the Ceuncil acted in a purely 
ministerial capacity; that

face in the form prescribed by the statute, and 
whether they came to the Council from the 
proper source and through the pro ebenrel; 
and that, these questions being decided atfirma- 
tively by the Council, the canvass must proceed, 
The Committee asked me, however, another 
question—viz. : 

“ Suppose that, after the ballots were counted 
and sealed up, the return made out and signed 
by the judges and attested*® by the clerks, the 
Judges, in the absence of the clerks, opened and 
recounted the ballots and arrived ut and set 
down a different result, then resealed the bal- 
lots, and subsequently delivered to e clerks, 
sealed up the papers as they now 3 are 
such papers a legal return?” 

Your honorable body will perceive that the 
question makes no suggestion of the fact, which 
it has since appeared occurred—viz. : that the 
judges after the first count, and after signing 
and sealing the returns and sealing the ballot- 
box, adjourned. 

I said to the Committee in answer to this ques- 


tion 

“Ty will, for the satisfaction of ‘your Commit- 
tee, briefly consider these questions, although in

$6,466,288,—an increase o ver the previous season 
of $258,701; increase per 100 pounds, 25.16 cents, 

The total barrels of all kinds of pork pro- 
duced was 596,—a decrease of 12,324. 
The total producuon of cut-meats, 8 
in weight, was 60.379.847 pounds, 
decrease compared with last year of 2123 
pounds. The production of lard the two sea- 
sons was as follows: Tierces for 1880 and 1881. 
61,009: barrels, 100; kegs, 1,083; buckets, 3,435. 
For 1879 and 1830, *tierces, 57,859; barrels, 120; 
kews, 1,263; buckets, 4,124.

Why Indiana Is Not Represented in 
Garfield’s Cabinet. 
Cincinnatt Commercial. 

One of the most difficuit tasks President Gar- 
feld had to perform in the selection of bis Cabi- 
net was to apply his intelligence and sense of 
justice to the State of Indiana. 

Of course he felt more indebted to the Repub- 
licans ot Indiana than to any other body of peo- 
pie. Their representatives bad been for him at 
Chicago, the leader Harrison acting in a manner 
most unselfish and han e: and then when 
the day seemed lost aftegzhe dubious result in 
Maine, Indiana came to the rescue. 

If there is any one thing more essential than 
another to keep this country out of the grasp of 
the Democratic party, it is that while the Solid 


South continues, Indiana shall not be an outly- 
ing province of that section. The duty of the 
President toward the Kepublicans of Indiana 
was therefore of delicacy and importance. 

If the Republican politicians of Indiana had 
been abie, after the elecuon of Harrison to the 
Senate, to agree among themselves which one 
should bave their united support fora Cabinet 
office. there is no doubt the President wouid 
have been giad to make the appointment. 

Under those circumstances the State would 
have contributed to bis relief instead of to his 
embarrassment in Cabinet-making. There was, 
however, no ugreement among the Republicans 
toucm the Cabinet, and when an excursion

U pon the appearance of that excursion and its 
chaotic conduct, there is reason to believe Gen. 
Garfield concluded that he could not tind a man 
in Indiana for a Cabinet position who would at 
once harmonize and strengthen the party; and 
he was no doubt right about that. 

There was no one left in the State the su- 
periority of whose position was commanding, 
and certainly the loudest pretensions were made 
upon the least performances. Ig this connec- 
tion we regret to see in the Indianapolis Journal 
a string of small-potato paragraphs, of which 
the following are specimens:

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~STOGK-YARDS. SORROWS. 


A Protest Against Shrinkage and 


Dockage in Hogs. 


Some of the Evil Results to Which 
the Custom Leads. 


One of the Causes of the Bad Name of 
American Pork. 


About ten years ago the praetice which is 
known as dockage and sbrinkage was introduced 
in the sale of hogs at the Stock-Yards, and now 


and which do not seem to be without good foun- 
dation, wish that it had never been brought into 
vogue, and hope that some means can be devised 
for its abolition. The practice had its origin in 
New York some ten years ago, when the Board 
of Health of that. city refused to allow the 
slaugbterers to kill any more stags or pigry 
sows. The New York dealers consequently re- 
fused to buy such, and they had to be sorted out 
from the lots sent to that city. The New York 
purchasers however made an arrangement by 
which they could use these animals, the under- 
standing being that the sellers should | 


SUBMIT TO A SHRINKAGE OF FORTY POUNDS 
on piggy sows and eighty pounds on stags. This 
happened in the summer, and the winter follow- 
ing the Chicago packers claimed the same al- 
lowance, and u was conceded by the sellers 
without any great objection. The plan workea 
well for some time. The objections now made to 
the system, or rather to the alleged abuses which 
have grown up under it, will be seen iu the fol- 
lowing interviews with prominent Stock- Yards 
commission dealers: V 
HORLNE. 

Mr. C. H. Horine said to the reporter: 

“In the first place, such animals as these 
should not be put upon the market at all; they 
are not fit for human food, and should neither 
be sent to the Chicago butcher-stalis nor to the 
packers’ pork barrels, but as they are here we 
will concede, in the first place, that it is 
right to shrink each piggy sow forty 
pounds and each stag eighty pounds. I was 
oo this market at the time pract was 
inaugurated, and at first only the hogs about 
which there was no doubt or quesuon were 
shrunk. For some years past this practice has 
gradually encroached upon the sellers, until 
now every coarse hog is called a stag, and one- 
haif the dry or brood sows are made to con- 
tribute forty pounds each toward lessening the 
cost of the packer's purchase. The shrinkage 
now averages on those droves denominated fair 
to good packing hogs five to six pounds per 
bead. e practice has caused, and is a 
the worst of wrangling ever heard in any busi- 
ness. It has discouraged the proper spaying 
and cutting all over the West, reducing the 
quality of provisions to almost the lowest point 
possible. Now, the rule is with a number or 
well-kucwu packing-houses here to force the 
shrinkage to the utmost, having the advantage 
of the seller, who has to work bard, particularly 
in the winter, to get the bogs he has sold to the 
scales. Several bours often elapse before the 
weighing, andif in the meantime the market 
has deciined, the buyer wil not take 
the lot without making his employers even by 
imposing the most outrageous shrinkage. If 
the seiler objects to this, he is calied

and ordered to take his hogs off if he caanot 
stand the sbrinkages. If the seller accepts the 
propcsition he finds himself under the tire of his 
shipper, so that between packer and shipper he 
is in a very unpleasant situation.“ 

“But don't you ever decline to accept the 
shrinkage?” 

“Yes; and when we cancel the sale the next 
buyer asks us if those are not the hogs which so- 
and-so bought but didn’t receive, because we 
kicked about the shrinkage.“ 

* What remedy can you — — for the evil?” 

»In the first place, the producers should not 
send on such animals. In the next place, pack- 
ers all over the West should refuse to — 
sows; and all City Couacils should prohibit the 
sale of such unwholesome animais by heavy 
fine. Bythussbhutting off the demand the supply 
would cease; nothing but straight droves would 
come to market and the improved quality and 
increased salableness of American provisions 
will be of far more consideration than all the 
— gained by the hardest sbrinker in the 
trade. 

Mr. John Wigglesworth said: Lou see, the 
packers employ men called buyers and sorters. 
After the buyer has purchased the hogs at a cer- 
tain price, he is followed by the sorter, who pro- 
ceeds to pick out such as are unsuitable to his 
wants. On a hard market be will just take every 
pound he can possibly take off, by way of shrink- 

e, without the seller taking the drove back. 
If, with a brisk market in the morning, the seller 

ts a good round price and the market falls be- 

ore the hogs are delivered, the packer instructs 
the buyerto shrink the hogs to a point where 
they are cheap anyhow. The seller is thus often 
badly caught in a failing market.“ 


“WHAT EFFECT HAS THIS ON THE TRADE?” 

There is no question that this arrangement 
has driven piles of business away from this mar- 
ket. As a matter of fact, this sharp practice 
does not heip the kers who employ it, be- 
cause the sel'ers get to know them, and always 
ask them a somewhat higher price, so as not to 
If the practice could be 
abolished thousands upon thousands more hogs 
wowid be brought to this market.” 

“Is there no wayof getting round the ar- 
rangement when it is abused in this way?’ 

Not honestly. There is a deal of rascali- 
ty practiced 80 as to ons o consequences of 
the packers’ exactions. The sorters get bought 
up. and they tet a batch of hogs, which would 
otherwise be heavily shrunk, go by for full 
weight. Then, of course, a sorter who has done 
this bas to skin the next seller so as to make up 
for the dishonesty he has just been guilty ot.“ 

“Can you suggest a remedy?” 

The remedy would be to return to the old 
practice of packers purchasing hogs on their 
merits, and thruw out what they don't wa. t. 
in this way the bidyer does all the buying, anu 
when the trade is made it is closed up and done 
with. The packers fur the English trade reject 
piggy sows and stags, which are then bought up 
by the scalpers, who sell them for want they can 
get. The packers for speculation do not care 
what they purchase, and that is what bas

We know, of course. Waere the stags and piggy 
sows go to. Some of them find their way to 
Chicago City, but the bulk of them go into the 
packers’ pork barreis.”’ 

“ Whatdo the shippers say in regard to the 
shrinkage?” 

“They are very dissatisfied. Complaints ar- 
rive daily, I may say hourly, from all parts of 
the country. Of course many of these are un- 
just, as the countrymen send along many such 
unwholesome animals, though they are never 
willing to. acknowledge it.“ 

Mr. Hall, of the firm of Conover & Hall, said: 

“The buyer purchasesa lot of hogs, and if 
the market falls in the meantime, the packer 
tells him to shrink bell out ot them. My opin- 
ion is that the packer ought to bave wen bu) 
the bogs in a sensible way, and then go straight 
to the scales with them. The fact is that we 
sellers cannot hold the hogs as long as the pack- 
ers can do without them. When we get caught 
in a falling market and attempt to make objec- 
tions to the outrageous shrinkage they say, I. 
— won't allow them to be shrunk we won't buy 
them.“ 

“ Suppose the market rises in the meantime?’ 

“ There are some sellers, but I am not oue of 
them, who will take advantage of this, and, 
when the buyer will not take the lot with less 
shrinkage man he receives, will take them back 
and seil over aggin. The whole thing is a great 
annuyance and Causes more swearing than wil! 
ever be forgiven. It causes us to be chasing 
hugs round all day long. We work ten men 
where toree would suffice otherwise: the same 
with the packers who bear ail this extra expense 
in order to have the opportunity to steal 
something.” 

The packers have no objection, I am told, to 
piggy sows after they have been properly 
shrunk ?”’ 

“Nota particle. The very hogs that have 
been rejected by some packers are often bought 
up by the scalpers, who,
